Only a slight majority of prop­ 
erty owners along Pacific Coast 
Highway at present seem to be 
In favor of zoning, according to 
Mrs. Lillian Cameron, secretary 
of the Lomita Property Owners 
and Registered Voters Associa­ 
tion, Inc. Some of this majority, 
at present, are not completely 
and definitely decided.

Against any kind of change of

A state­ 
ment from the president of the 
Lomita Home Owners Associa­ 
tion, Mrs. Victoria Phillips, re­ 
veals that the percentage of those 
In favor of 101 highway zoning 
were found to be 50%.

Govt. Advance 
Sought for City : 
Improvements

City Manager George Stev- 
ena announced that a loan of 
approximately $60,000 from the 
federal government is being 
nought by the City to expedite 
detailed planning of badly-need­ 
ed improvements to the munici­ 
pal water system.

The interest-free loan i» pos­ 
sible from the General Services 
Administration under provisions 
of Public Law 352, passed just 
last year, according to Stevens.

By this method, Stevens stated, 
the city will have exact cost esti­ 
mates to present to the voters 
when a bond issue for the water 
system improvements is railed in 
about three to five months from 
now.

Browne's engineers and munic­ 
ipal officials are attempting to 
create a park site in a subdivi­ 
sion being planned by the build­ 
er just north of the Seaside 
School, Stevens said.

The recreation area would 
serve the two housing tracts 
already in the ares A* well as 
the several hundred homes 
planned by Browne.

Aside from a somewhat, limit­ 
ed recreation program under way 
at the school, the only park and 
and play area in the vicinity is 
at El Retire Park in Hollywood 
Riviera.

"2. CRANKING AND 
STARTING! ENGINES: (a) At 
no time shall any person at­ 
tempt cranking or starting an 
airplane unless a licensed pilot 
or mechanic is at the controls of 
said airplane.

 '.T TAXIING (a) All aircraft 
shall ta.xi slowly ,on the taxi 
strips and display extreme cau­ 
tion at all times, (b) All pilots 
should display seasoning and 
courtesy by not dusting off per­ 
sonnel, visitors, other aircraft, or 
hangars and buildings, (c) An 
airport attendant will gladly help 
in pushing aircraft to clear areas 
prior to starting of engines. Pi­ 
lots will please avoid the blasting 
of throttles, (d) ''ho direction of 
the traffic pattern can be deter­ 
mined on the ground by looking 
nt the fin indicator which is lo­ 
cated on the traffic Tee. The 
Tep is approximately mid-field 
and south oft the runway.

"4. TAKE-OFFS: (a) No 
take-offs should ever be attempt­ 
ed on the main taxi strip. There­ 
fore all take-offs and landings 
will be made on tbe runway only, 
(b) All cockpit and engine 
checks should be made on the 
run-up ramp priftr to taxiing 
into position for take-off, (c) In

is approximately at the middle 
of the runway. Caution: No pilot 
or instructor should ever taxi 
back on runway against incom­ 
ing traffic. Please use the turn- 
off strip at center of field to the 
main taxi strip, and thus back 
to the proper take-off position.

"6. LANDINGS: (a) The dirt 
approach area at the east end 
of the runway is not for land­ 
ings. A white line has been 
placed approximately 500 feet 
westward from the east end of 
the actual runway (hard sur­ 
faced) for spot landings. There­ 
for, pilots will please plan all 
approaches to land westward of 
thp said white line. Note: This 
procedure has been strongly rec­ 
ommended by Governmental, 
State, County and City agencies 
and officials to eliminate the 
necessity of extending the traf­ 
fic pattern over the residential 
area which lies east of the air­ 
port property. The above men­ 
tioned traffic pattern proced­ 
ure must be adhered to. There­ 
fore: (1) Do not fly over Lomi­ 
ta; (2) Do not land on easterly 
dirt runway approach; (3) Do 
land west of the white line on 
runway.
